Stales Geological Survey Pre­ 


pares Report on the 
Duality 


Minnesota Surface W aters 
As a result of nearly two years’ Held 
and laboratory work carried on by the 
United States Geological Survey in co­ 
operation with tile state board of health( 
the federal survey has just issued a re 
port outlining the general characteris­ 
tics of the surface waters in Minnesota, 
and discussing the various factors that 
tend to modify the quality of the drain­ 
age. 
Both the chemical and the bac­ 
teriological work, during the entire co­ 
operation, were under the immediate 
supervision of Dr. I*'. F. Wesbrook, di­ 
rector of tho laboratories of the state 
board of health, who shares the author­ 
ship of the paper with Mr. R. IL Dole, 
of the geological survey. 
The headwaters of these great drain­ 
age systems lie within tho borders of 
Mi nnesota. 
Apl iroximately 
one tenth 
of its surface is tributary to the Lauren- 
tain system; three-tenths drain to H u I 
son Lay through its great tributaries, 
Red and Rainy rivers; the rest of the 
state is tributary to tho Mississippi 
either 
directly or through its largo 
brancher, Missouri, Des Moines, Cedar, 
Bt. Croix, and Minnesota rivers. 
The report in question discusses the 
conditions, both natural and economic 
that influence the quality of the water 
and impart to the lakes and streams 
their essential characteristics, 
after 
which each drainage area is considered 
in detail, the streams are described, the 
sources of pollution tiro discussed, and 
the results of chemical and bacterio­ 
logical examinations are given.

division, 
which w as w ritten by Ju stice Ingra­ 
ham. it is held that the testim on y as a 
whole as presented against Burnham 
in the low er court does not justify con­ 
viction.
